In particular there 
must be full provision for the indigent, the 
ailing, the young and the old. Such standards 
are essential. The real measure of a city or 
towns success depends not on bricks and 
mortar but on how far at least, it meets those 


real needs, 


Does an objective viewpoint of Altona 


give us real satisfaction? 


Is there actual poverty in Altona? The 
Ladies Benevolent Society may give an 
answer. At present there is no benevolent 


society in Altona. 


Necessary aid is given 


by the Melbourne Society which otherwise 
caters for Melbourne and certain inner sub- 
urbs only. Generally speaking each outer 
suburb, bas-its <éwn body. Altona has four 


| representatives’ who do good work. 


Funds for relief of distress come from Gov- 
ernment sources ‘and donations by local 
councils. Up to now Altona council has not 


assisted but the matter 


is under review. . 


We are informed that the health of Altona 
compares favourably with other areas. Our 
infant welfare services and our medical care 
at schools are adequate. We have a fine hos- 
pital with hospital! provision for the future. 
In this connection we are concerned with 
the tack of a Ladies Auxiliary associated with 


the hospital. 


In our columns in a recent 


issue we read of the. work of the Werribee 
Ladies Auxiliary—supported by ‘churches 
and other organisations. Obviously an auxili- 
ary serves two purposes. It gives an increas- 
ing number of people’an interest in the hos- 
pital and also provides financial aid. We wish 


Mrs. H. Weaver all support in her efforts: 


to form a local auxiliary. 


Altona council in providing for free 
kindergartens has gone a step further than 


State authorities. 


The full implications of 


this move are yet to be seen but at least 
pre-school children jare éatered for ‘ade- 
quately. The primary and secondary schools 
supported so well ‘by community aid are a 
credit-to the Shire. The outer ground areas 
are not alf that could-be desired but that is 
not because of lack of’ will by the school 
committees and councils.

For them increasing age brings increas- 
ing loneliness—worsened too often when 
opportunities for mutual family love are 


absent. 


The elderly, however, also need. 


companionships, friendships, pastimes and 
occupations. Altona can provide the means 
by which these wants can be to some extent 
satisfied, The touncil has provided a build~ 
ing and meeting place in a peaceful surround-

The present facilities are being improved. 
The current Buy-a-Brick campaign gives:
